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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


At  our  annual  meeting  last  year  I  said  in  the  course  of  my  re¬ 
marks  that  it  was  my  final  year  as  President  of  the  Institute.  However, 
my  presence  here  tonight,  and  the  fact  that  I  have  the  privilege  of  sitting 
in  the  ancient  and  not  very  comfortable  chair  made  by  Samuel  Dennis 
of  Ipswich  circa  1660  is  evidence  that  the  report  of  my  retirement  was 
obviously  untrue.  However,  I  can  assure  you  that  these  comments  of 
mine  tonight  will  be  my  last  and  you  will  hear  a  fresh  voice  in  1972. 

I  doubt  that  any  individual  has  had  ten  more  rewarding  years  work¬ 
ing  with  a  board  whose  aim  has  been  to  add  vitality  and  significance  to 
a  venerable  institution.  The  Essex  Institute  has  existed  since  1848,  and 
from  its  beginnings  has  sought  to  make  its  unparalleled  Essex  County 
treasures  in  the  fields  of  the  decorative  arts,  architecture,  and  irreplace¬ 
able  manuscript  collection  and  library  material  more  useful  to  students 
and  historians. 

In  the  past  decade  we  have  made  decisions  and  carried  out  a  program 
of  renovation  and  expansion  that  at  times  I  must  confess  appeared  to  be 
the  epitome  of  financial  irresponsibility.  However,  the  Council  recog¬ 
nized  that  improvements  in  our  museum  and  library  were  absolutely 
essential  and  the  results  achieved  are  evidence  of  our  accomplishments. 

This  evening  we  all  share  the  sorrow  caused  by  the  loss  of  two  of  our 
most  loyal  and  generous  members  of  the  Council.  Paul  T.  Haskell  and 
Stephen  Phillips  were  completely  dedicated  to  the  Institute  and  we  shall 
be  ever  grateful  for  their  advice  and  support.  Sound  judgement  and  the 
courage  to  make  difficult  decisions  were  two  of  their  irreplaceable  assets 
and  will  be  sorely  missed. 

The  history  of  the  Institute  and  that  of  the  Wheatland  and  Phillips 
families  are  inseparable  starting  with  our  first  Secretary,  Dr.  Henry 
Wheatland.  The  Pingree  House  given  by  the  family  is  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  houses  in  America.  Mr.  Stephen  W.  Phillips  served  as  President  for 
eighteen  years,  and  his  many  anonymous  gifts  helped  the  Institute  over 
serious  financial  troubles  during  the  great  depression.  The  trust  fund 
established  by  his  brother  James  Duncan  Phillips  has  provided  financial 
resources  for  publishing  manuscript  material  and  the  support  of  our 
superb  library  which  bears  his  name. 

Stephen  Phillips  made  most  generous  gifts  to  the  Institute  during  his 
lifetime,  and  we  are  hopeful  that  his  magnificent  bequest  of  $200,000 
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may  be  used  to  provide  the  income  necessary  for  additions  to  our 
library  staff  and  to  augment  the  educational  potential  of  the  library. 

During  this  past  year  Mr.  Harold  D.  Hodgkinson  resigned  from  the 
Council  after  nine  years  of  invaluable  service.  Together  with  Mr.  Fred¬ 
erick  Bradlee  and  Mr.  John  Pickering,  he  headed  our  fund  drive.  I 
doubt  if  any  more  formidable  trio  has  been  assembled  for  such  a  pur¬ 
pose,  and  Mr.  Hodgkinson  with  his  personal  generosity  and  irresistible 
powers  of  persuasion  was  able  to  raise  more  than  $225,000  for  the  In¬ 
stitute. 

Tonight  we  wel  come  two  new  members  of  the  Council  whose  skills 
in  different  fields  will  provide  immeasurable  strength.  Andrew  Oliver, 
whose  antecedents  were  distinguished  citizens  of  Essex  County,  has 
fortunately  deserted  the  legal  profession  in  New  York  and  returned  to 
Boston.  His  editing  of  the  Curwen  diary  covering  the  period  of  the 
Revolutionary  War  is  a  monument  of  historical  scholarship.  His  ability 
to  decipher  the  illegible  penmanship  of  one  of  Salem’s  great  judges  has 
resulted  in  the  publishing  by  the  Harvard  University  Press  of  this  most 
important  manuscript. 

Willoughby  I.  Stuart,  who  has  been  a  tower  of  strength  on  our  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee,  at  a  time  when  high  yields  from  bonds  and  jaded 
growth  stocks  presented  a  Hobson’s  choice  to  every  investor,  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  serve  in  an  even  more  responsible  capacity  on  the  Council. 

Finances  always  have  a  perennial  habit  of  being  a  part  of  any  Presi¬ 
dent’s  report,  and  I  fear  that  these  comments  inevitably  interfere  with 
the  Treasurer’s  report.  However,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  our  Treasurer 
Edward  H.  Osgood  has  a  firm  hand  on  the  throttle  or  perhaps  more 
aptly  the  brakes,  so  that  any  expenditures  beyond  our  budget  are  subject 
to  at  least  a  jaundiced  banker’s  eye  and  at  times  a  firm  veto. 

Unfortunately  we  cannot  operate  on  a  balanced  budget  if  we  rely  on 
our  income  from  dues,  house  admissions,  and  investments.  We  are  not 
alone  in  this  respect,  as  all  universities,  schools,  museums,  and  charitable 
institutions  share  this  common  fiscal  illness. 

Our  fund-raising  efforts  have  produced  the  extraordinary  sum  of 
$1,274,000  over  the  past  ten  years,  but  even  with  this  addition  to  our 
capital  assets  we  cannot  provide  services  to  visitors  and  scholars  unless 
annual  contributions  cover  constantly  rising  deficits.  All  of  us  here  to¬ 
night  share  a  common  obligation  if  we  are  to  maintain  a  level  of  giving 
adequate  to  meet  our  needs,  both  for  maintenance  and  salaries. 
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Our  fiscal  policies  are  based  fundamentally  on  the  preservation  or  in¬ 
crease  in  the  book  value  of  our  stocks  and  bonds,  rather  than  fluctuating 
market  prices.  Although  we  have  had  to  invade  principal  for  specific 
and  essential  needs,  we  have  seen  the  book  value  of  our  securities  in¬ 
crease  from  $999,000  in  1962  to  $1,464,000  at  the  end  of  our  fiscal  year 
on  March  31,  1971.  We  also  have  seen  the  book  value  of  our  real  estate 
holdings  increase  from  $392,000  to  $1,059,000  over  the  same  period. 
The  greater  part  of  this  increase  may  be  found  in  improvements  and 
additions  to  the  museum  and  library  with  money  provided  by  the  Essex 
Institute  Fund.  Also  we  have  had  the  most  generous  gift  of  the  superb 
Assembly  House  and  funds  for  the  restoration  of  the  Crowninshield- 
Bentley  House.  We  have  had  substantial  contributions  to  the  endow¬ 
ments  of  our  houses  and  I  should  mention  our  profound  gratitude  for 
gifts  for  the  Pingree  House  and  approximately  $60,000  most  generously 
given  by  Mrs.  George  Nichols  for  the  Peirce-Nichols  house. 

In  our  budget  for  next  year  we  have  included  minimum  salary  in¬ 
creases  of  five  percent  and  only  wish  we  could  have  made  this  percent¬ 
age  greater. 

To  return  again  to  the  subject  of  annual  giving,  I  had  a  long  talk  with 
Walter  Muir  Whitehill  at  the  Club  of  Odd  Volumes  a  few  months  ago, 
and  expressed  my  surprise  at  the  generosity  and  interest  of  our  members 
and  friends.  As  perhaps  the  most  knowledgeable  person  in  this  field  as  a 
result  of  his  comprehensive  study  of  every  historical  society  in  the 
United  States,  Mr.  Whitehill  has  established  criteria  for  the  usefulness 
and  value  of  institutions  such  as  the  Essex  Institute.  No  longer  can  we 
afford  to  preserve  a  proliferation  of  irrelevant  and  insignificant  relics  of 
the  past,  such  as  an  ancient  bag  of  golf  clubs  that  was  preserved  at  the 
Peabody  Museum  many  years  ago,  or  some  ninety-five  old  trunks  that 
were  stored  in  the  attic  of  the  Ward  House.  Mr.  Whitehill  summarized 
the  problem  accurately  when  he  wrote  the  following:  “Even  when  one 
leaves  the  white  elephants’  stable,  the  care  and  feeding  of  possessions  of 
more  manageable  dimensions  may  pose  serious  problems.  Many  institu¬ 
tions  have  more  objects  than  they  can  exhibit;  more  than  they  can  keep 
in  good  order,  or  even  store  in  decent  and  accessible  manner.  The  essen¬ 
tial  first  step  here  is  to  reduce  needless  duplication.  Identical  objects,  be¬ 
cause  they  belonged  to  different  people,  do  not  warrant  preservation. 
There  is  no  merit  in  ten  identical  iron  pots  because  ten  different  families 
cooked  chowder  in  them.  A  second  step  is  to  consider  whether  objects 
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have  direct  relevance  to  the  purposes  of  the  institution,  or  whether  they 
would  make  more  sense  elsewhere.  If  the  latter  is  the  case,  the  sooner  a 
change  is  made  the  better.  An  object,  no  matter  how  good  in  itself,  loses 
significance  when  isolated  from  its  kindred.” 

The  same  criteria  have  been  applied  to  our  library.  Duplicate  books 
and  others  with  no  relationship  to  the  history  and  literature  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  or  Essex  County  are  being  carefully  weeded  out  and  have  pro¬ 
duced  substantial  revenue  to  enable  us  to  restore  and  preserve  our  most 
important  and  relevant  items. 

No  one  will  have  the  slightest  interest  in  giving  funds  to  an  over¬ 
grown  mausoleum  of  extraneous  objects.  We  are  striving  constantly  for 
excellence  in  our  field  that  is  not  measured  by  a  mass  of  neglected  and 
unusable  material.  The  generous  financial  support  we  have  received  is 
I  am  sure  a  measure  of  the  progress  we  are  making  and  will  continue  to 
make.  As  of  necessity  it  is  a  long-range  program  calling  for  careful  de¬ 
cisions  and  good  judgement. 

The  sources  of  our  unique  importance  as  one  of  the  great  historical 
societies  in  the  country  are  based  in  part  on  the  outstanding  quality  of 
our  houses  covering  every  century  of  Essex  County  history,  our  paint¬ 
ings,  silver,  and  all  forms  of  decorative  arts  from  the  colonial  period  to 
the  twentieth  century.  Outstanding  acquisitions  in  recent  years  have 
further  improved  our  collections. 

Although  less  visible,  and  lacking  in  glamor  are  our  priceless  manu¬ 
scripts  and  early  imprints  which  are  the  raw  material  of  history  and  per¬ 
haps  our  greatest  strength.  We  have  made  encouraging  progress  in  the 
continuing  work  of  cataloging  and  preservation,  which  in  large  mea¬ 
sure  has  been  made  possible  by  our  Duplicate  Book  Fund.  Although 
much  has  been  accomplished,  this  vitally  important  project  will  require 
many  years  to  complete. 

As  I  mentioned  before,  our  fund-raising  efforts  and  the  contributions 
of  countless  friends  have  made  it  possible  to  preserve  the  Crowninshield- 
Bentlcy  House  and  to  renovate  and  enlarge  our  museum  and  library. 
We  also  have  been  given  the  magnificent  Assembly  House  and  funds 
for  its  upkeep.  The  carefully  planned  maintenance  of  our  property  has 
been  handled  most  efficiently  by  Mr.  James  R.  Hammond.  Because  of 
his  vigilance  there  are  no  longer  unexpected  and  catastrophically  ex¬ 
pensive  repairs. 

We  have,  I  am  sure,  the  competence  and  capability  to  maintain  and 
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preserve  our  houses,  museum,  and  library.  We  must,  however,  be  ever 
mindful  that  quality  and  not  quantity  should  be  our  goal.  We  must 
strive  to  be  a  useful  institution  and  one  that  has  relevance  to  present  and 
future  generations.  We  will  be  performing  a  valuable  service  to  current 
and  future  generations  if  we  demonstrate  the  accomplishments  of  our 
forebears  in  a  hostile  environment.  We  all  know  that  many  of  our 
young  people  are  searching  sincerely  for  answers  to  the  complexity  and 
uncertainty  of  today.  Hopefully  our  collections  of  the  arts  and  literature 
covering  three  centuries  of  American  history  may  indeed  be  useful  in 
providing  an  understanding  of  the  present. 

In  closing  I  can  only  express  my  most  sincere  thanks  for  the  unfailing 
kindness  and  understanding  of  the  staff  and  Council  of  the  Institute.  The 
staffhas  carried  the  heavy  burden  of  unravelling  the  accumulated  tangle 
and  turmoil  of  the  past  and  adding  coherence  and  meaning  to  our  collec¬ 
tions.  We  must  all  be  grateful  for  their  accomplishments  under  trying 
conditions. 

The  Ladies  Committee,  with  Mrs.  W.  Benjamin  Bacon  as  Chairman, 
has  by  excellent  exhibitions  and  lectures  made  countless  new  friends  and 
brought  added  support  to  the  Institute. 

I  doubt  if  any  President  has  enjoyed  a  more  pleasant  and  productive 
relationship  than  I  with  our  directors,  first  with  Dean  Fales  and  now 
David  Little.  Their  loyalty  to  the  Institute  is  without  limit.  Today  the 
process  of  improvement  and  consolidation  of  our  resources  would  tax 
the  strength  of  Hercules.  Our  “stable”  is  slowly  and  carefully  being 
cleaned  and  with  our  director’s  strong  hands  on  the  wheel,  we  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  make  great  progress. 

To  the  members  of  the  Institute  I  can  only  express  my  heartfelt  grati¬ 
tude  for  your  generosity,  kindness,  and  patience.  We  have  solved  prob¬ 
lems  and  created  others.  The  ultimate  solution  will  not  come  quickly, 
but  we  must  strive  to  make  our  matchless  possessions  available  and  use¬ 
ful  to  a  generation  that  is  searching  for  truth  in  a  troubled  world.  I  am 
confident  that  as  we  develop  a  stronger  and  more  viable  institution  we 
can  provide  a  significant  and  lasting  contribution  to  society.

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In  this  past  year  of  financial  insecurity,  our  members  and  friends 
have  given  and  bequeathed  to  us  something  over  $100,000.  We  are 
deeply  grateful  for  this  expression  of  your  confidence  in  us.  The  Essex 
Institute  has  survived  many  difficult  times  since  its  founding  in  1 848  be¬ 
cause  it  has  never  lacked  friends  willing  to  work  and  to  sacrifice  for  its 
survival.  We  will  always  try  to  be  worthy  of  your  trust. 

Most  annual  reports  dwell  lovingly  on  the  volume  of  new  acquisi¬ 
tions  and  then  speak  in  anguished  terms  of  the  necessity  for  new  con¬ 
struction  to  house  it.  We  do  not  believe  that  we  can  afford  to  grow 
much  bigger,  although  our  carriages,  sleighs,  and  fire  apparatus  will  re¬ 
main  invisible  until  we  build  a  carriage  house  on  Brown  Street  where 
our  parking  lot  is  now. 

We  want  to  be  better.  We  are  using  your  gifts  of  money,  therefore, 
to  improve  our  existing  spaces,  our  public  galleries,  and  our  storages 
seen  only  by  the  staff,  so  that  the  objects  they  contain  may  be  preserved 
and  displayed  to  their  best  advantage.  Spaces  which  were  stuffed  be¬ 
yond  their  capacity,  to  the  detriment  of  all  their  contents,  are  being 
weeded.  The  money  we  are  receiving  from  the  sale  of  objects  we  can 
neither  use  nor  even  preserve  is  being  spent  on  the  preservation  and 
restoration  of  objects  relating  to  the  civil  history  of  Essex  County. 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting  a  bequest  received  from  Margaret  H. 
Jewell  has  enabled  us  to  transform  the  damp,  dirty,  and  dismal  attic  of 
the  library  into  a  bright,  clean,  and  dry  room  containing  over  a  mile  of 
bookshelves.  Your  year-end  gifts  and  an  anonymous  matching  gift  have 
paid  for  the  creation  of  a  good  storeroom  out  of  a  poor  one  in  the  mu¬ 
seum  basement  where  the  boiler  room  once  was. 

Museum 

We  have  been  fortunate  to  receive  matching  grants  for  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  our  collections  from  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities  during  the  past  two  years.  Last  year  we  reported  to  you  the 
restoration,  with  the  aid  of  this  grant,  of  our  portraits  by  Benjamin 
Blyth  of  Benjamin  and  Sarah  Moses,  painted  in  1781.  This  year  another 
grant  has  paid  half  the  cost  of  restoring  our  portrait  of  Benjamin  Gerrish 
(1714-1752)  by  John  Greenwood  and  of  stripping  many  layers  of  de¬ 
caying  paint  from  our  bust  of  Paracelsus.  We  are  paying  all  of  the  costs 
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of  preserving  three  of  our  pictures  on  paper  now  in  the  Print  Restora¬ 
tion  Laboratory  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston. 

One  of  our  preservation  projects  has  not  turned  out  as  expected.  You 
see  it  before  you  now  on  an  easel,  a  Dutch  still-life  painting  of  the  sev¬ 
enteenth  century  with  a  stringed  instrument,  musical  scores,  two  pistols, 
a  dog,  and  other  fascinating  items.  Dean  Fales  found  it  in  the  museum 
attic,  recognized  its  quality  despite  its  heavy  overlay  of  dirt  and  a  large 
triangular  rip,  and  moved  it  to  the  basement  storage  racks.  Here  it  re¬ 
mained  until  our  storerooms  were  searched  for  paintings  not  relating  to 
Essex  County  which  might  be  sold  to  raise  money  to  preserve  paintings 
one  would  expect  to  find  here.  In  its  damaged  condition  it  was  worth¬ 
less,  so  we  have  invested  $  1,000  in  its  restoration,  and  we  may  expect  to 
receive  many  times  that  sum  for  it  at  auction  because  it  is  indeed  a  good 
painting.  The  initials  “A.d”  on  a  label  fastened  to  a  bottle  in  the  upper 
right  and  the  distinctive  white  dots  used  to  indicate  highlights  will,  I 
hope,  enable  us  to  identify  the  artist.  The  painting  was  given  to  the  Es¬ 
sex  Institute  by  James  Kimball  in  1878.1 

If  we  can  raise  Si, 000  to  pay  for  the  restoration,  and  another  $500  for 
a  suitable  frame,  we  would  like  to  keep  this  painting  and  show  it  from 
time  to  time  in  one  of  our  later  period  houses.  We  do  not  know,  but  we 
can  guess,  that  it  once  hung  in  Mr.  Kimball’s  house  and  does,  therefore, 
relate  to  Essex  County.  Whether  we  keep  it  or  not,  we  have  rescued  it 
from  oblivion,  restored  it  to  a  condition  close  to  its  original  appearance, 
and  given  it  another  chance  for  life. 

Our  librarian  and  our  curator  will  speak  of  their  new  acquisitions, 
but  I  will  speak  of  one,  the  portrait  by  Rembrandt  Peale  of  Nancy  Jud- 
son,  a  Bradford  girl,  wife  of  America’s  first  missionary  to  Burma,  a 
lady  of  extraordinary  and  enduring  courage.  Many  of  you  saw  her  por¬ 
trait  for  the  first  time  at  the  party  held  to  honor  her  memory  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  21.  We  borrowed  from  the  Duplicate  Book  Fund  to  pay  for 
Nancy  Judson’s  portrait,  and  that  money  must  be  replaced.  While  we 
have  several  other  sources  of  money  in  mind,  we  hope  that  Nancy’s 
portrait  may  become  a  memorial  gift  to  the  Essex  Institute  in  honor  of 
some  Essex  County  lady  whose  courage  over  the  long  haul  matched 
Nancy’s.

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The  James  Duncan  Phillips  Library 

The  task  of  reducing  our  library  holdings  to  a  size  we  can  support 
continues.  During  the  past  year  the  Duplicate  Book  Fund  has  received 
another  $15,000,  bringing  the  total  to  $85,000.  The  roof  of  the  Annex, 
the  building  in  which  most  of  these  books  were  stored,  has  failed  again, 
despite  repeated  patching,  and  a  number  of  volumes  under  the  latest 
leaks  have  been  destroyed.  The  conflict  between  pride  of  possession  and 
responsibility  for  preservation  has  long  been  settled,  but  our  task  of 
clearing  the  Annex  has  moved  more  slowly  than  the  forces  of  nature, 
and  we  are  all  diminished  by  this  loss. 

The  Duplicate  Book  Fund  continues  to  support  the  program  of  plac¬ 
ing  our  pictures  on  paper  in  rag  cardboard  mats  and  the  transfer  of  our 
manuscripts  from  wood-pulp  paper  albums  to  acid-free  folders.  It  has 
also  paid  for  a  microfilm  camera,  a  great  boon  to  the  scholars  who  use 
our  collections. 

Our  library  achieves  its  greatest  value  when  it  is  used  by  scholars,  but 
some  scholars  expect  more  from  us  in  the  way  of  services  than  we  can 
provide.  We  met  with  a  group  of  them  on  August  1 1  last  year  to  learn 
more  about  each  other’s  capabilities  and  needs.  We  asked  for  their  help 
in  convincing  foundations  that  a  percentage  of  every  research  grant 
awarded  to  a  scholar  should  be  paid  to  the  institution  where  his  research 
will  be  done.  If  our  libraries  cannot  afford  to  place  their  collections  in  the 
hands  of  scholars,  research  projects,  no  matter  how  richly  funded,  will 
stop. 

Another  conference  is  scheduled  for  June  29  and  30,  1971,  on  the 
subject  of  Essex  County  history. 


Publications 

Newcomb  &  Gauss,  printers  of  our  Historical  Collections  since  1904, 
have  gone  out  of  business,  their  last  work  for  us  the  January  1971  issue. 
We  have  known  them  so  long  and  so  well  that  we  feel  as  though  we 
have  lost  several  key  members  of  our  staff.  We  are  fortunate  to  have 
The  Stinchour  Press  in  Lunenburg,  Vermont,  take  over.  By  October 
we  hope  to  have  the  Historical  Collections  back  on  schedule. 

The  quality  of  editorial  work  visible  in  the  Historical  Collections  since 
my  appointment  as  editor  is  due  to  the  talent,  tact,  and  tenacity  of  Mary 
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Kay  Cunningham.  Her  name  now  appears  on  the  masthead  as  copy 
editor. 

Lura  Woodside  Watkins’  book  Middleton ,  Massachusetts ,  a  Cultural 
History  appeared  last  fall,  printed  by  Henry  N.  Sawyer  Company  of 
Boston  for  the  Essex  Institute.  It  was  financed  by  several  generous  gifts 
and  a  matching  loan  from  the  Duplicate  Book  Fund  which  is  being  re¬ 
paid  from  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  the  book. 

The  first  publication  financed  by  the  James  Duncan  Phillips  Fund  for 
the  Essex  Institute  is  moving  majestically  through  Harvard  University 
Press  and  may  appear  in  time  for  Christmas.  The  Journal  of  Samuel  Cur- 
wen ,  Loyalist ,  edited  by  Andrew  Oliver  from  the  manuscript  in  our 
library,  is  being  published  for  the  Essex  Institute. 

Other  Events 

We  have  had  an  active  program  of  lectures,  films,  and  parties  to 
launch  special  exhibitions,  all  of  which  will  be  duly  listed  in  the  pub¬ 
lished  report.  Our  public  events  have  been  distinguished  again  this  year 
by  the  quality  of  welcome  provided  to  our  guests  by  our  Ladies  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  ladies  have  also  removed  most  of  the  labor  of  preparation 
for  these  affairs  from  the  shoulders  of  our  staff.  They  have  earned  our 
respect,  our  admiration,  and  our  gratitude.  They  have  also  given  us  a 
projector  for  sound  films.  Bless  them  all ! 

The  Gardner-Pingree  House  has  joined  the  Ward  and  the  Peirce- 
Nichols  houses  on  the  register  of  National  Historic  Landmarks,  thus 
giving  us  an  excuse  for  a  party,  probably  in  the  early  autumn.  We  are 
going  to  open  the  Assembly  House  to  the  public  on  June  18. 

Samuel  Chamberlain  has  graciously  accepted  his  election  by  the 
Council  as  our  Honorary  Curator  of  History.  The  Council  has  also 
recognized  the  expert  services  of  Mrs.  Richard  Merrill  by  electing  her 
Honorary  Curator  of  Dolls. 

Our  daytime  security  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  Messrs. 
Wallace  L.  Henshaw  and  George  R.  Crowdis  to  our  staff.  Each  works 
half  a  day  to  provide,  with  Messrs.  Leonard  and  Kiely,  a  guard  at  the 
front  door,  a  guard  in  the  gallery,  and  a  relief  man.  Now  that  we  have  a 
man  at  the  front  door  during  all  of  our  open  hours,  we  are  counting  our 
visitors  as  they  enter  the  front  door  instead  of  waiting  until  they  go  up¬ 
stairs  to  the  main  galleries. 
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Future  Plans 

Our  visitors  comment  most  often  on  the  quality  of  care  bestowed 
upon  our  visible  collections.  They  are  more  impressed  by  how  things 
look  than  by  what  things  are,  taking  for  granted,  perhaps,  that  a  thing 
must  be  good  or  it  would  not  be  here,  but  drawing  from  their  own  ex¬ 
perience  for  their  estimate  of  good  housekeeping.  We  are  slowly  ex¬ 
tending  this  concept  of  good  housekeeping  into  our  storage  areas. 

The  attic  of  this  museum  has  been  as  hostile  an  environment  for  its 
contents  through  the  years  as  was  the  attic  of  the  library.  We  want  to 
make  it  into  as  good  a  storeroom  as  the  Margaret  H.  Jewell  Room  is 
now.  Once  this  is  done,  we  have  plans  for  the  remodeling  of  the  por¬ 
trait  gallery. 

Better,  not  bigger,  is  our  watchword.  We  can  do  just  as  good  a  job  as 
our  friends  are  willing  to  support.  You  have  made  possible  all  of  the 
improvements  accomplished  since  Albert  Goodhue  became  our  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  we  are  most  grateful  to  you.  I  thanked  the  executor  of  Miss 
Jewell’s  estate  for  the  wonders  her  bequest  has  achieved  for  us.  I  wish 
with  all  my  heart  that  she  could  have  seen  them  for  herself.

REPORT  OF 

THE  JAMES  DUNCAN  PHILLIPS  LIBRARY 


When  a  library  such  as  ours  has  been  in  existence  for  so  many 
years,  over  one  hundred  and  thirty-five,  there  comes  a  moment  when 
it  is  necessary  to  review  it  and  its  collections. 

The  collection  came  into  focus  under  the  guidance  of  the  first  Librar¬ 
ian,  Charles  A.  Andrew,  who  was  elected  in  1836  by  our  parent  organi¬ 
zation,  the  Essex  County  Natural  History  Society.  He  was  the  son  of 
John  Andrew,  builder  of  the  Andrew-Safford  House.  In  1887  William 
P.  Upham,  then  Librarian,  introduced  the  Dewey  decimal  system  when 
the  library  was  transferred  to  the  newly  acquired  Daland  House.  About 
1888  the  card  catalog  was  begun.  The  dictionary  catalog  system  was 
selected  as  the  simplest  and  most  useful  to  the  public.  Alice  G.  Waters, 
Librarian  at  that  time,  took  a  course  of  instruction  from  one  of  the  best 
authorities  on  the  subject,  the  teacher  of  dictionary  cataloging  in  the 
Library  School  at  Albany,  New  York.  Our  main  catalog  lists  author, 
subject,  and  title  in  the  same  alphabetical  order  as  the  words  in  a  dic¬ 
tionary.  The  shelf  list  was  started  in  1902,  the  cards  in  the  same  order  as 
the  books  on  their  shelves.  Incidentally,  the  cards  were  first  written  by 
hand  and  not  until  1920  were  they  typed.  After  the  turn  of  the  century 
the  library  was  well  on  its  way,  and  by  1906  the  special  collection  of 
Essex  County  material  was  nearly  finished.  Panizzi,  famous  Librarian  of 
the  British  Museum,  laid  down  the  rule  “that  the  apparently  worthless 
trifle  should  be  kept,  as  no  one  could  anticipate  its  value  in  a  hundred 
years.”  Dr.  Henry  Wheatland,  who  was  the  President  of  the  Essex  In¬ 
stitute  from  1868  to  1893,  was  much  of  the  same  opinion,  and  it  is  to 
him  that  we  are  largely  indebted  for  the  valuable  nucleus  of  the  Essex 
County  Collection  as  well  as  for  other  portions  of  the  library.  As  time 
goes  on  these  accumulations  grow  in  value  and  we  appreciate  more  and 
more  the  foresight  of  earlier  generations. 

Our  collections,  both  in  print  and  manuscript,  reveal  past  Essex 
County  life  with  startling  exactness  in  all  its  aspects,  firsthand,  without 
amendment  or  revision.  It  is  truly  a  wonderful  collection.  The  Essex 
Institute  has  an  accumulation  of  manuscript  material  that  is  compre¬ 
hensive,  diversified,  and,  in  some  lines,  almost  complete.  A  library  be¬ 
comes  a  hopeless  labyrinth  unless  it  is  properly  cataloged  as  it  grows. 
To  turn  it  to  full  account  we  require  not  only  a  catalog  but  some  kind  of 
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intelligent  guide  to  the  stores  which  it  contains.  I  quote  in  part  from 
Leslie  Stephen,  an  English  essayist  and  a  library  expert:  “With  the  ac¬ 
cumulation  of  material  there  should  be  a  steady  elaboration  of  the  con¬ 
trivances  for  making  it  accessible.” 

The  formation  of  our  library  was  accomplished  with  great  care  and 
foresight  and  also  with  guidance  from  the  best  authorities.  As  it  stands 
today  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  in  its  field.  Despite  its  good  beginnings, 
sometimes  the  continuity  of  the  library  was  interrupted.  New  librarians 
did  not  stay  long  enough  to  get  acquainted  with  the  collection  and  its 
organization.  Mr.  Stephen  W.  Phillips,  past  President,  said  in  his  annual 
report  of  1939:  “The  whole  value  of  such  a  library  depends  on  keeping 
it  indexed  and  catalogued  and  we  do  keep  pretty  well  abreast  of  the  new 
material.  What  we  really  need  more  than  anything  else  in  the  library 
are  two  good  trained  library  workers,  paid  sufficiently  so  they  would 
stay  here  and  not  keep  passing  on  to  other  libraries  which  appreciate  their 
services  more  than  we  can.  It  is  discouraging  the  number  of  really  fine 
assistants  that  we  have  lost  in  the  last  twenty-five  years,  and  one  really 
has  to  work  in  a  library  like  ours  four  or  five  years  before  he  reaches  his 
best  usefulness.”  I,  too,  share  those  sentiments. 

My  twenty-six  years  in  the  library  have  enabled  me  to  see  some  of  its 
inadequacies.  Since  I  became  Librarian  I  have  stayed  with  our  original 
cataloging  system,  studied  the  collections,  and  tried  to  bring  about 
greater  understanding,  efficiency,  and  clearness  by  recording  the  details 
of  our  operations.  I  hope  to  complete  a  library  manual  in  a  year  or  two 
which  will  enable  future  librarians  here  to  maintain  the  continuity  of 
one  consistent  system  of  library  procedures. 

For  the  size  and  importance  of  our  library  we  should  double  the  ex¬ 
isting  staff  of  four.  A  staff  member  needs  much  on-the-job  training. 
First,  he  must  understand  the  cataloging  system  before  he  can  assist  a 
researcher.  A  qualified  cataloger  can  learn  the  function  of  the  library 
quickly  but  it  takes  patience  and  time  to  create  a  cataloger. 

I  urge  that  the  first  qualification  in  a  person  as  a  future  replacement  or 
addition  to  the  library  staff  be  an  ability  to  catalog.  We  now  have  a  very 
efficient  cataloger  in  the  person  of  Miss  Mary  Ritchie.  We  need  another, 
however,  because  of  the  backlog  of  uncataloged  material,  especially  in 
our  manuscript  department,  and  the  quantity  of  material  that  we  add 
every  day. 

I  am  happy  to  relate  that  our  present  staff  has  every  qualification 
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needed  except  size.  We  have  kept  up  with  current  work  and  put  in 
order  some  of  the  backlog. 

The  report  of  this  year’s  work  can  convey  only  a  slight  idea  of  the 
many  processes  involved  in  the  daily  routine.  It  is  my  hope  that  it  may  be 
of  value  to  those  who  use  the  library  and  stimulate  use  by  those  who 
do  not. 

This  is  my  fourth  annual  report.  During  my  librarianship  much  of 
my  attention  has  been  focused  on  the  weeding,  cleaning,  moving,  and 
arranging  of  our  collection  as  a  result  of  the  construction  completed 
four  years  ago.  It  has  entailed  hard  work  and  there  have  been  many  frus¬ 
trations.  The  upheavals  that  we  have  experienced  have  been  horren¬ 
dous;  it  will  take  us  another  year  or  two  to  get  back  to  normal;  we  are 
seeing  our  way  clear  now  and  our  gains  are  beginning  to  show. 

You  may  recall  that  two  years  ago  I  expressed  in  my  report  “my  hope 
and  proposal  is  that  the  attic  will  be  refurbished  some  day.”  Thanks  to 
a  splendid  bequest  received  from  Miss  Margaret  H.  Jewell,  that  dream 
has  been  realized.  The  transformation  is  unbelievable.  The  attic  has  been 
cleaned  and  painted  inside,  a  ventilation  fan  installed  in  the  roof,  a  new 
floor  laid,  and  over  a  mile  of  shelving  put  in  place. 

This  past  winter  the  task  of  returning  to  the  attic,  now  called  the 
Margaret  H.  Jewell  Periodical  Room,  our  long  runs  of  eighteenth-  and 
nineteenth-century  periodicals  was  begun.  We  have  brought  together 
in  it  other  periodicals  which  had  been  shelved  elsewhere  because  of 
space  limitations.  I  expect  to  report  to  you  next  year  the  completion  of 
this  task  which  Miss  Jewell’s  bequest  has  made  possible. 

We  have  managed  also  to  accomplish  other  tasks.  The  Essex  County 
Collection  project  of  shelf  reading,  mending,  rebinding  of  books,  and 
arranging,  has  moved  on  and  is  three-quarters  of  the  way  completed. 
Mrs.  Arthur  R.  Norton  has  been  in  charge  of  this  project  from  its  be¬ 
ginning,  and,  since  the  summer  help  returned  to  school,  has  continued 
this  project  alone.  Praise  cannot  be  high  enough  for  the  excellent  job 
she  is  doing.  So  far  she  has  handled  24,525  items  in  this  most  important 
collection  in  our  library.  The  mending  and  rebinding  has  been  paid  for 
from  the  Duplicate  Book  Fund. 

In  1916,  George  Francis  Dow  gave  two  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  of 
caricatures,  together  with  histories  of  art  and  lives  of  famous  caricature 
artists.  Among  the  collection  are  the  folio  editions  of  the  Gilray  and 
Hogarth  plates.  The  original  colored  engravings  issued  separately  num- 
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ber  two  hundred  and  well  illustrate  the  work  of  Rowlandson,  Cruik- 
shank,  Bunbury,  and  other  caricaturists  of  the  period.  There  are  an  ad¬ 
ditional  two  hundred  uncolored  engravings  and  lithographs  which  in¬ 
clude  a  representative  collection  of  the  cartoons  of  the  Jacksonian  period 
and  the  Currier  and  Ives  lithographs  issued  during  the  Civil  War  and 
later.  The  work  of  Thomas  Nast  is  shown  by  an  almost  complete  set  of 
engravings  taken  from  Harper  s  Weekly.  The  Duplicate  Book  Fund  has 
also  enabled  us  to  engage  Miss  Charlotte  Ballou  to  mount  these  rare 
cartoons,  beginning  with  “Cudgeling  as  by  the  late  Act  in  Congress, 
U.S.A.,”  an  etching  signed  “C.  P.  Eldwood,  1798.”  It  is  the  most  photo¬ 
graphed  cartoon  in  our  collection.  The  Essex  Institute  has  the  only 
known  copy,  which  shows  the  fight  between  Lyon  and  Griswold  in 
Congress. 

Our  checking  and  weeding  of  the  music  collection  goes  on  under  the 
direction  of  Barbara  Ow^en,  our  volunteer  musicologist. 

Periodicals  and  sermons  are  being  checked  for  duplicates.  Encyclo¬ 
pedias,  dictionaries,  lexicons,  and  gazetteers  are  to  be  checked  and  the 
best  representations  will  be  kept.  We  are  using  great  care  and  delibera¬ 
tion  in  the  culling  out  of  duplicates.  Other  collections  will  be  examined 
with  the  same  care.  William  C.  Endicott,  President  of  the  Essex  Insti¬ 
tute  in  1919,  suggested  that  literature  such  as  novels,  poetry,  essays,  and 
scientific  books  relating  to  areas  outside  of  Essex  County  should  be 
eliminated  and  placed  in  other  institutions.  Our  policy  is  clearly  written 
out;  we  shall  proceed  with  the  weeding  only  after  uncataloged  material 
is  checked  and  its  future  decided  by  the  Council  with  the  advice  of  the 
Director  and  of  experts  who  are  generously  giving  their  time  to  this 
task. 

We  have  kept  up  with  the  many  details  of  routine  library  work 
which  must  be  performed  daily  yet  count  for  little  in  a  report. 

Researchers  who  used  the  library  numbered  3775.  Eighty-seven 
books  were  circulated.  Our  collections  are  used  for  reference  and  are 
usually  noncirculating;  however,  the  eighty-seven  items  were  circu¬ 
lated  because  they  were  duplicate  copies.  Our  items  of  correspondence 
amounted  to  754.  Interlibrary  loans  numbered  only  nine  because  we 
found  it  necessary  to  refuse  many  requests  because  of  the  value  and 
delicate  condition  of  the  items  involved.  In  some  instances  we  photo¬ 
copied  rare  items  at  the  borrower’s  expense.  The  periodicals  received, 
processed,  and  cataloged  numbered  912  by  gift,  exchange,  and  sub-

scription.  We  have  added  to  our  collection  printed  material  by  gift,  680 
items;  by  purchase,  242;  manuscript  material  by  gift,  349  items,  and 
five  large  collections;  by  purchase,  13  items  and  one  collection.  Some  of 
the  outstanding  printed  gifts  are:  Memoir  of  the  Late  Martha  Hazeltine 
Smith  and  Mrs.  Judsons  Catechism ;  also  genealogical  data  from  Mrs. 
Jean-Paul  Simmons;  photograph  album  of  the  Sargent  family  from 
Sargent  Bradlee;  photograph  album  of  the  Crowninshield-Bentley 
House  from  Herbert  T.  Osgood,  to  be  added  to  a  great  collection  of 
photographs  taken  during  its  restoration  by  Albert  Goodhue  and  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Institute  by  him;  collection  of  66  almanacs  and  16  news¬ 
papers  from  Mrs.  Lawrence  G.  Ropes  of  Beverly;  and  a  collection  of 
material  related  to  Salem,  from  Robert  B.  Williams  of  Winchester. 

Also,  from  the  Honorable  Francis  X.  Collins,  former  mayor  of  Sa¬ 
lem,  twenty-two  scrapbooks  in  which  he  had  mounted  clippings  from 
the  Salem  Evening  News ,  1949-1969,  covering  the  political  life  of  Salem 
for  the  twenty  years  he  was  in  office;  The  Heyday  oj  Spiritualism ,  from 
Essex  County  author  Slater  Brown;  twelve  reels  of  positive  microfilm 
of  Salem  Tax  Records,  1761,  1774-1850  (information  not  at  Essex  In¬ 
stitute),  courtesy  of  Mrs.  William  H.  Baum,  who  has  been  gathering 
information  in  this  area  for  two  years,  from  Brandeis  University, 
American  Civilization  Program;  microfilms  of  logbooks  at  the  Essex 
Institute  and  elsewhere  concerning  the  South  Pacific  area,  from  Dr. 
John  S.  Cumpston,  in  return  for  the  privilege  of  using  our  collection  in 
his  long-term  worldwide  project  of  making  microfilm  copies  of  manu¬ 
script  items  relating  to  the  South  Pacific  area  for  the  Pacific  Manuscripts 
Bureau,  Research  School  of  Pacific  Studies,  Australian  National  Uni¬ 
versity. 

In  addition,  from  Mrs.  William  H.  Shreve,  four  blueprint  plans  of 
the  restoration  of  the  Witch  House  and  the  relocation  of  the  Bowditch 
House  in  Salem  in  1945;  from  Goberdhan  Bhagat,  Americans  in  India , 
Commercial  and  Consular  Relations ,  1784-1850,  which  resulted  from  his 
six-month  research  in  our  library;  from  Addison- Wesley  publishers, 
Servants  oj  the  Devil,  by  Thomas  G.  Aylesworth,  a  publication  that  I  had 
the  privilege  of  reviewing,  with  a  quotation  from  the  review  printed  on 
the  jacket,  “. . .  a  fascinating  story. . .  .The  illustrations  add  even  a  more 
vivid  light  to  the  witchcraft  enigma.  Servants  oj  the  Devil  should  have  its 
place  on  the  shelves  of  school  libraries  as  well  as  public  libraries,  as  an 
interesting  introduction  to  the  study  of  witchcraft.”  The  book  includes 
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a  chapter  on  Salem  in  1692.  In  all  we  added  680  items  from  146  donors. 

Some  purchases  that  we  added  to  our  collection  were:  microfilm  of 
the  Salem  Evening  News;  Jeremiah  Dimmer ,  Colonial  Craftsman  and  Mer¬ 
chant,  1645-1  y  18;  Organization  of  the  English  Customs  System,  i6g6-iy86; 
Artists  oj  the  Nineteenth  Century  and  Their  Works;  from  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts,  Archives  Division,  on  microfilm,  one  roll  of 
witchcraft  data,  1656-1750;  several  books  on  the  decorative  arts  sug¬ 
gested  by  Mrs.  Payson,  Curator;  books  on  history  and  genealogy; 
books  related  to  Essex  County  and  extensions  of  our  history;  and  items 
for  our  China  Library.  In  all  we  purchased  242  items. 

Outstanding  manuscript  gifts  were:  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Kuehn, 
an  account  book  of  Abiel  Somerby,  1751-1783,  which  includes  ac¬ 
counts  on  the  hauling  of  lumber,  rented  farm  equipment,  and  personal 
family  accounts,  along  with  the  account  book  of  Thomas  Bartlett  of 
Newburyport,  tanner  and  currier,  1724-1739,  with  the  accounts  of 
Richard,  Samuel,  Josiah,  Joseph,  John,  Daniel,  and  Stephen  Bartlett,  and 
documents  and  deeds  related  to  the  Somerby  families;  from  Harold  S. 
Walker,  railroad  items  and  Essex  County  material;  papers  relating  to 
the  Reverend  Brown  Emerson  of  Salem  and  related  families  (letters, 
diaries,  sermons,  journal  during  tour  of  Europe,  1808-1936),  given 
through  Mrs.  Raymond  Emerson  of  Concord  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Shot- 
well;  from  Mrs.  Philip  Carlman,  copies  of  plans  of  the  “Beverly  School 
House”  by  Samuel  Mclntire,  the  original  of  which  is  owned  by  the 
Beverly  Historical  Society;  from  Sargent  Bradlee,  133  letters,  1905- 
1923,  of  the  Crowninshield  family,  a  valuable  continuation  of  our 
Crowninshield  family  papers.  Also,  several  items  added  to  the  Pingree 
family  papers  as  a  gift  from  Stephen  Wheatland;  from  Newcomb  Sc 
Gauss,  three  account  books  of  the  business,  1906-1962,  and  copies  of 
many  publications  the  firm  did  for  the  Essex  Institute,  giving  us  a  great 
number  of  our  publications  on  reserve.  The  departure  of  Newcomb  Sc 
Gauss  (a  printing  business  conducted  by  three  generations  of  the  Gauss 
family),  represents  another  business  loss  to  Salem  attributable  to  urban 
renewal. 

Manuscript  purchases  were:  three  Harriet  P.  Spofford  letters;  four¬ 
teen  original  pen-and-ink  drawings  for  Hawthorne’s  House  of  the  Seven 
Gables;  a  letter  to  Alonzo  Lewis  of  Lynn;  constitution  and  by-laws  of 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of  South  Danvers;  account 
book  of  the  Newburyport  Herald,  1827-1850;  tax  collector’s  book,  Ham- 
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ilton,  Massachusetts,  1881;  weigher’s  account  book,  1854-1859,  of  the 
Byfield  Ballance;  receipt  book  of  Collins  and  Flanders  of  Newbury- 
port,  1 860-1874;  Daniel  Parker  Noyes’s  account  book  (school  accounts), 
1840-1841;  and  an  important  collection  of  Bowen  family  material. 

Essex  County  authors  who  have  contributed  articles  to  our  periodical 
or  done  research  for  their  works  include:  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Garland,  Mrs. 
Philip  H.  Lord,  Mrs.  Peter  Gamagc,  Mr.  Daniel  J.  Foley,  Mr.  Truman 
J.  Nelson,  Mrs.  Frank  Pulsifer,  Mr.  Slater  Brown,  Mrs.  Charles  Hadley 
Watkins,  Mr.  Frank  L.  Mansur,  Mr.  Paul  B.  Kenyon,  and  Mrs.  Robert 
E.  Larter. 

The  manuscript  collections  most  used  by  our  scholars  were  the  Der¬ 
by,  Whittier,  Curwen,  Samuel  Johnson,  Hawthorne,  Pejepscot  papers, 
logbooks,  and  broadsides.  Shipping  and  privateering  ranked  high  in  the 
subjects  researched.  In  all  there  were  103  manuscript  users.  They  in¬ 
cluded:  E.  David  Patterson,  Stanford  University,  data  on  commerce 
and  labor  in  West  Africa  to  i860  (18  account  books);  Dr.  William  C. 
Wigglesworth  of  Ipswich,  research  for  a  paper  on  early  surgery  in 
Essex  County;  W.  Allen  Wilbur,  Purdue  University,  high  Federalist 
thought  and  action  in  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  and 
Pennsylvania,  1789-1815  (13  manuscript  collections  and  the  Salem 
newspapers);  Guy  O  Creese,  Danvers  High  School  student,  paper  on 
Guy  Fawkes  Day  (75  manuscript  collections);  John  D.  Faibisy,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Massachusetts,  the  effects  of  New  England  privateering  upon 
Nova  Scotia,  1775-1783  (logbooks);  Richard  H.  Saunders,  hi,  Bow- 
doin  College,  furniture  importation  from  England,  1628-1775  (12  col¬ 
lections);  Kenneth  Schueler,  University  of  Pittsburgh,  individuals  who 
participated  in  temperance,  prohibition,  antislavery,  and  nativist  move¬ 
ments  in  Salem,  1845-1860;  William  Stinchcombe,  Syracuse  Univer¬ 
sity,  French-American  relations,  1783-1801  (12  collections);  Lorraine 
Coffey,  Salem  State  College,  continuing  with  Newburyport  Custom 
House  records;  researchers  from  the  Winterthur  Museum  program  on 
decorative  arts  (account  books);  Mrs.  William  H.  Baum,  Brandeis  Uni¬ 
versity,  interrelation  between  religion  and  society,  Salem,  1780-1840 
(10  collections);  Ronald  L.  Boucher,  Clark  University,  social  impact  of 
Salem  militia,  1764-1775  (military  manuscripts  and  12  manuscript  col¬ 
lections);  Donald  R.  Hickey,  University  of  Illinois,  New  England  Fed¬ 
eralists  and  the  War  of  1812  (12  collections:  Pickman,  Goodhue,  Read, 
Dane);  Richard  R.  Johnson,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  history 
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of  New  England,  1689-1713  (20  collections);  staff  members  of  the 
Newport  Restoration  Foundation  studied  the  Mclntire  drawings  of 
Oak  Hill  to  help  in  restoring  a  similar  mansion  in  Newport,  Rhode  Is¬ 
land;  Adrian  B.  Lapian,  University  of  Indonesia  in  Djakarta,  nine¬ 
teenth-century  maritime  traffic  in  the  Celebes  Sea  (logbook  collection); 
Liliana  Mosca,  Naples,  Italy,  political  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  Madagascar  in  the  nineteenth  century  (20  collections);  F. 
Nadon,  University  of  Paris,  Acadia  in  the  seventeenth  century.  Re¬ 
searchers  came  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  and  from  Canada, 
Italy,  France,  England,  Indonesia,  and  Australia. 

Mr.  Sargent  Bradlee  continues  to  use  his  skills  on  the  preservation  of 
our  leather-bound  books.  He  is  a  faithful  volunteer.  Mr.  J.  Andrew 
Heath  helps  in  our  photographic  department. 

Our  part-time  help  included  Susan  Frisch,  Guy  Creese,  Scott  Bozek, 
Charlotte  Ballou,  Victoria  Connelly;  our  regular  staff  part-time  help 
were  Judith  F.  Beston  and  John  Wheeler.  Four  more  boys  were  hired 
for  the  attic  project.  We  had  the  added  assistance  of  Mrs.  Ralph  Thresh¬ 
er,  our  consultant  on  genealogy,  and  Mrs.  Ralf  Emerson,  who  helps  us 
with  colonial  history,  courthouse  and  early  colonial  shipping  research, 
and  solves  some  problems  of  loopholes  in  the  research  of  deeds  and 
wills. 

Our  accomplishments  in  projects  outside  of  our  routine  work  would 
be  nil  if  we  did  not  have  this  extra  help. 

I  attended  meetings  of  the  Community  Council  and  the  North  Shore 
Library  Club,  and  spoke  at  the  Salem  Athenaeum  on  the  “Essex  Insti¬ 
tute  and  its  Collection.”  On  May  22  I  accompanied  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Little 
on  a  trip  to  Deerfield,  Massachusetts,  to  attend  the  Centennial  Celebra¬ 
tion  of  the  Founding  of  the  Pocumtuck  Valley  Memorial  Association, 
Rededication  of  Memorial  Hall,  and  Dedication  of  the  new  Heritage 
Foundation  Library. 

The  library  helped  to  initiate  and  took  part  in  a  new  event,  the  Work¬ 
shop  on  Essex  County  History,  in  the  form  of  a  conference  held  on  Au¬ 
gust  11,  1970.  Scholars  who  had  done  research  here  and  their  friends 
came  for  discussions  dealing  primarily  with  our  manuscript  holdings 
and  their  availability  to  the  scholars.  There  was  a  tour  of  the  library  and 
a  luncheon  at  Safford  House,  with  Mrs.  David  B.  Little  as  hostess.  The 
second  such  conference  is  scheduled  for  June  29  and  30,  1971. 

Under  Boston  University’s  American  and  New  England  Studies 
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Program,  Edmund  E.  Lynch  came  to  us  in  September  and  has  been 
working  on  classifying  and  cataloging  previously  uncataloged  manu¬ 
scripts. 

Our  full-time  staff— Miss  Mary  M.  Ritchie,  Mrs.  Arthur  R.  Norton, 
and  Miss  Emily  H.  Nichols,  who  came  to  us  in  June  1970,  have  all  done 
excellent  work  and  I  owe  them  my  sincere  thanks.  I  am  also  indebted  to 
them  and  to  Mr.  Little  for  running  the  library  when  an  illness  kept  me 
from  my  work  for  three  months.  We  had  a  hot  line  from  78  Federal 
Street  to  Mr.  Little  to  the  library.  The  continuity  of  the  routine  library 
work  was  not  disrupted  due  to  the  capability  of  the  staff  and  there  was 
no  stoppage  in  service  to  the  public,  or  on  the  projects.

This  increase  is  in  part  simply  a  sign  of  the  times,  but  the  gain  in  ad¬ 
missions  to  our  houses  may  also  be  attributed  to  the  volunteer  guides 
who  helped  us  so  faithfully  and  regularly  that  we  were  usually  able  to 
have  two  guides  in  each  house.  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Burns  in  the  Peirce- 
Nichols  House,  Mrs.  Montgomery  Merrill  and  Mrs.  Ray  K.  Moore  in 
the  Gardner-Pingree  House,  our  summer  helper  Miss  Ellen  Shrigley, 
and  the  young  men  who  showed  the  houses  on  Sunday  afternoons  have 
had  an  even  busier  year  than  usual.  We  are  very  proud  of  both  our  vol¬ 
unteer  and  our  staff  guides  for  their  responsible  attitude  toward  this 
work,  and  for  maintaining  the  high  standard  we  have  established  for 
Essex  Institute  guiding.  We  are  sorry  to  report  that  we  have  received 
word  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burns  that  they  will  be  leaving  the  Peirce- 
Nichols  House  this  summer.  Of  the  forty-eight  active  guides  and  six 
substitutes  who  signed  up,  twenty-nine  completed  the  thirty  hours  we 
request;  we  are  grateful  for  any  time  our  volunteers  can  give  us,  and  we 
hope  each  year  to  have  more  guides  complete  the  thirty  hours. 

In  the  museum  galleries  on  the  second  floor  we  had  123  youth  groups, 
28  special  adult  groups,  and  40,986  individual  visitors.  Among  our  visi¬ 
tors  were  a  group  from  the  Boston  Center  for  Adult  Education,  a 
group  of  museum  directors’  wives,  Eleutherian  Mills-Hagley  Founda¬ 
tion  students,  and  a  number  of  historical  and  antiquarian  societies,  in¬ 
cluding  those  of  Belmont,  Concord,  and  Middleton.  Scholars  specializ¬ 
ing  in  textiles  came  from  the  Washington,  D.  C.,  Textile  Museum,  and 
the  Merrimack  Valley  Textile  Museum  to  study  our  fabrics,  and  some  of 
our  objects  have  been  pictured  in  a  number  of  scholarly  books,  includ¬ 
ing  Martha  Gandy  Fales’s  Early  American  Silver  for  the  Cautions  Collector. 

Our  collections  were  enhanced  during  the  year  by  the  acquisition  of 
263  gifts  and  20  purchases.  In  addition,  the  registrar  recorded  and  cata- 
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loged  13 1  loans  and  previously  unaccessioned  objects.  Our  gifts  in¬ 
cluded  a  silver  tablespoon  made  by  Richard  Lang  of  Salem  probably  in 
the  late  eighteenth  century,  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard  K.  Thorndike, 
and  a  private  communion  service  made  by  Franklin  Porter  in  1915.  A 
Danvers  silversmith,  Mr.  Porter  had  made  the  service  especially  for  the 
donor,  The  Reverend  Charles  Russell  Peck.  A  delicately  engraved  Eng¬ 
lish  rummer,  or  goblet,  of  loving-cup  size,  was  given  by  the  children  of 
the  late  Frederick  J.  Bradlee  in  his  memory.  This  beautiful  piece  had  be¬ 
longed  to  his  ancestor,  James  Swan  of  Boston  and  Dorchester,  and  bears 
his  initials.  It  is  a  fine  example  of  decorated  glassware  of  about  1800. 
The  Salem  Public  Library  presented  us  with  the  large  bronze  bell  now 
exhibited  in  the  McCarthy  Gallery.  It  is  marked  by  Revere  and  Sons, 
Boston,  1801,  and  was  installed  in  the  East  Church,  Salem,  on  June  11  of 
that  year.  Dr.  William  Bentley’s  Diary  describes  it  as  weighing  “892  lb. 
&  the  tongue  27  lb.”  He  tells  of  its  installation:  “.  .  .  everything  was 
done  with  great  ease,  &  success ...  &  no  accident  happened.”  Our  audi¬ 
torium’s  appearance  is  improved  by  the  gift  of  the  handsome  large  Ker¬ 
man  rug  given  by  Mrs.  Edward  F.  MacNichol,  and  we  have  received 
this  year  interesting  costume  collections  from  Mrs.  Sanford  S.  Clark, 
the  Estate  of  Frank  C.  Doble,  Mrs.  Edward  Gates,  and  Gordon  C. 
Prince.  We  are  grateful  for  all  these  gifts,  and  for  the  many  others,  too 
numerous  to  list  in  this  report. 

Purchases  this  year  included  fourteen  original  drawings  done  in  1871 
by  Charles  Green  Bush  for  publication  in  a  portfolio  illustrating  Na¬ 
thaniel  Hawthorne’s  The  House  of  the  Seven  Gables.  A  watercolor  por¬ 
trait  of  the  Pender  family  by  Joseph  H.  Davis  in  1833  gives  a  detailed 
picture  of  nineteenth-century  setting  and  costume  as  well  as  of  the  sit¬ 
ters.  Our  most  important  purchase  was  the  portrait  of  Ann  (Hasseltine) 
Judson,  first  wife  of  Adoniram  Judson  who  was  the  first  American  mis¬ 
sionary  to  Burma.  The  portrait  is  attributed  to  Rembrandt  Peale  and 
was  painted  in  1823  when  Ann  returned  to  the  United  States  for  a  brief 
visit.  A  special  unveiling  of  the  portrait  was  held  this  winter,  and  the 
Director  read  an  account  he  had  written  describing  the  tragic  but  cou¬ 
rageous  life  of  the  sitter,  whose  character  as  well  as  beauty  are  evident 
in  her  expression. 

With  our  tremendous  collection  of  objects  and  new  ones  coming  in 
which  we  hope  will  upgrade  rather  than  simply  enlarge  our  holdings, 
we  have  this  year  disposed  of  some  superfluous  material.  This  included 
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desks,  chests,  cradles,  and  Rogers  Groups,  all  duplicates  of  types  well 
represented  in  our  collections. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  with  a  number  of  special  exhibitions,  first 
and  foremost  the  beautiful  three-day  show  of  Table  Settings  in  May  of 
1970.  Exhibited  in  the  auditorium  were  pottery  and  porcelain,  glass¬ 
ware,  silver,  and  table  linens  and  laces  owned  and  lent  by  members  of 
our  Ladies  Committee.  They  represented  eighteenth-  through  twTen- 
tieth-century  table  settings,  wares  from  many  countries,  and  contrasted 
simple  country-style  settings  with  the  elaborate  accoutrements  of  the 
banquet  table,  along  with  suitable  floral  displays  for  each  table  arranged 
by  the  Ladies  Flower  Committee.  On  the  opening  day,  Louise  Conway 
Belden  of  Winterthur  Museum,  Wilmington,  Delaware,  lectured  on 
the  history  of  table  settings,  and  a  box  lunch  was  served  for  those  attend¬ 
ing  the  lecture.  With  the  proceeds  from  this  fund-raising  event  the 
Committee  presented  Essex  Institute  with  a  new  movie  projector. 

For  December  and  January  the  Ladies  Committee  again  arranged  a 
loan  exhibition,  Needlework  in  Essex  County  Today ,  showing  crewel 
work  and  needlepoint  done  by  North  Shore  women,  many  of  the  col¬ 
orful  and  enchanting  subjects  designed  by  the  embroiderers.  The  high 
quality  of  the  work  attested  to  the  creative  talent  and  skillful  workman¬ 
ship  of  this  group,  for  whom  needlework  is  both  a  useful  and  a  decora¬ 
tive  pastime. 

Three  other  loan  exhibitions  were  held  during  the  year.  Mrs.  Rupert 
Jacques  of  Marblehead  showed  her  collection  of  mechanical  toys  and 
dolls  last  summer,  and  spoke  on  the  collection  during  a  meeting  of  ex¬ 
perts  on  the  subject.  The  show  was  extremely  popular  with  adults  and 
children  alike.  Kenneth  Rowe  lent  examples  of  his  oil  paintings  for 
Architectural  Landmarks  oj  Salem ,  and  during  the  winter  A  Loan  Exhibi¬ 
tion  of  Paintings  by  Essex  County  Artists ,  1865-1910  was  arranged  by  John 
Hardy  Wright  of  the  museum  staff,  and  Frederic  Alan  Sharf.  They  also 
produced  a  comprehensive  catalog  of  the  exhibition. 

Two  small  special  exhibitions  of  objects  from  the  Institute’s  perma¬ 
nent  collections  were  Recent  Accessions  and  souvenirs  from  abroad  en¬ 
titled  A  Nice  Place  to  Visit. 

We  have  lent  a  number  of  objects  to  other  organizations,  a  musket  to 
Strawbery  Banke  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  and  our  portrait  of 
General  James  Miller  by  Henry  Willard  to  the  Custom  House  of  Salem, 
which  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  National  Parks  Service.  (Miller 
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was  Collector  of  Customs  in  Salem  for  some  years  after  his  retirement.) 
We  lent  toy  soldiers  to  the  Danvers  Historical  Society,  five  costumes  to 
the  Ellis  Memorial  Antiques  Show  for  exhibition  there,  and  objects  for 
four  small  school  exhibitions  to  the  Marblehead  junior  High  School. 
These  provided  material  on  Negro  History,  Colonial  Life,  Ancient 
Egypt,  and  the  Civil  War  period.  To  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Bos¬ 
ton  we  lent  prints  for  two  exhibitions — Restoration  and  Conservation  of 
Works  of  Art  on  Paper  and  American  Prin  tmaking:  the  First  150  Years. 

During  the  winter  of  1971  we  once  again  held  a  series  of  three  films, 
open  to  the  public  free,  and  preceded  by  coffee.  We  showed  one  film  on 
the  work  of  Andrew  Wyeth  and  two  from  Sir  Kenneth  Clark’s  re¬ 
markable  series  of  illustrated  lectures,  Civilisation.  Lecturers  from  out¬ 
side  were  Mrs.  Cary  Carson  who  twice  addressed  our  Guides’  Course, 
and,  as  the  third  of  the  George  S.  Parker  Memorial  Lectures,  we  enjoyed 
“An  Evening  with  Walter  Cronkite”  in  May.  The  Lyceum  Lecture 
was  “French  Ceramics  Used  in  Early  America”  which  I  gave  in  our 
auditorium  preparatory  to  speaking  on  a  similar  subject  at  Colonial  Wil¬ 
liamsburg,  Virginia.  I  also  spoke  at  Manchester  Historical  Society,  St. 
James  Parochial  School  in  Salem,  the  Colonial  Dames  in  Boston,  and 
the  Beverly  College  Club.  John  Wright  spoke  at  the  Boston  Center  for 
Adult  Education,  the  Danvers  Antiques  Study  Group,  and  the  Peabody 
Women’s  Club. 

Maintenance  of  our  collections  is  never-ending.  Two  important  en¬ 
gravings  were  treated,  one  being  an  early  view  of  Harvard  College  by 
Paul  Revere,  the  other  a  profile  head  of  Washington  surrounded  by 
seals  of  the  thirteen  states  and  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Republic  published 
by  Amos  Doolittle  in  1794.  Charlotte  Ballou  has  continued  with  the 
project  of  matting  both  museum  and  library  material.  A  superb  Dutch 
seventeenth-century  still-life  painting  typical  of  collectors’  interests  dur¬ 
ing  the  nineteenth  century  and  given  to  us  by  James  A.  Kimball  in  1876 
has  been  restored;  and  thanks  to  financial  support  from  the  Council  on 
the  Arts  and  Humanities  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  two 
rare  oil  portraits  signed  by  the  Salem  artist  Benjamin  Blyth  and  dated 
1781,  showing  Benjamin  Moses  of  Salem,  and  his  wife  Sarah  (Carroll) 
Moses  holding  their  baby,  have  been  brought  back  to  exhibitable  con¬ 
dition.  Through  the  generosity  of  Frederic  A.  Sharf,  a  nineteenth-cen¬ 
tury  landscape  painting  has  also  been  restored. 

Our  houses  need  constant  care.  The  Crowninshield-Bentley  House 
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had  its  exterior  trim  painted;  so  did  the  Gardner-Pingree  House,  and  the 
latter  had  its  second-floor  rooms  repainted  this  year.  The  first-floor 
rooms  of  Safford  House  have  also  been  repainted,  and  more  work  has 
been  done  in  the  Assembly  House  readying  it  for  its  opening  in  June 
1971,  at  which  time  its  open  hours  will  be  the  same  as  those  of  the 
Peirce-Nichols  House.  The  sofa  with  carving  attributed  to  Samuel 
Mclntire,  which  is  in  the  front  parlor  of  the  Gardner-Pingree  House, 
has  been  in  need  of  care  for  a  long  time.  It  is  now  being  reupholstered 
through  funds  donated  by  friends  of  the  late  Paul  T.  Haskell  as  a  me¬ 
morial  to  him.  Through  the  generosity  of  donors,  too,  we  have  had  a 
set  of  Victorian  furniture  reupholstered,  and  a  sofa  has  been  recaned,  in 
readiness  for  the  opening  of  the  Assembly  House.  Window  hangings 
and  rugs  have  been  cleaned  for  the  houses,  a  project  which  should  be 
maintained  by  doing  a  few  every  year.  The  kindness  of  donors  in  pro¬ 
viding  funds  for  some  of  these  projects  of  upkeep  of  the  houses  cannot 
be  overestimated,  and  we  are  always  grateful  for  this  kind  of  help. 

We  are  also  much  indebted  to  our  volunteers:  those  members  of  the 
Ladies  Committee  who  provide  refreshments,  fill  the  houses  and  the 
main  building  with  flowers,  help  with  office  mailings,  write  publicity, 
plan  exhibitions,  and  guide  in  our  houses.  There  are  also  special  museum 
volunteers,  Mrs.  John  Hand,  Mrs.  William  A.  Slade,  Jr.,  and  Miss  Mary 
Silver  Smith,  who  work  with  the  museum  staff,  while  Messrs.  James  R. 
Hammond,  H.  Sherman  Holcomb,  and  William  M.  Houghton  assist 
our  Superintendent,  Ray  K.  Moore,  in  his  innumerable  activities. 

Our  museum  staff  remains  busy,  and  in  fact  becomes  increasingly  so, 
with  the  amount  of  backup  work  required  for  exhibitions,  scheduling  of 
guides,  recording  attendance  and  sales  for  the  museum  and  the  houses, 
caring  for  the  houses  themeslves  and  their  contents,  teaching  adult  and 
children’s  classes,  answering  ever-increasing  letters  of  inquiry,  produc¬ 
ing  material  for  outside  scholars  to  examine,  arranging  for  photogra¬ 
phy,  and  trying  to  continue  the  work  of  sorting,  evaluating,  properly 
exhibiting,  and  storing  our  collections.  It  seems  as  if  none  of  us  should 
ever  go  away,  but  on  occasion  we  do.  Robert  Egleston  last  summer  at¬ 
tended  the  six-week  Seminar  for  Historical  Administrators  at  Colonial 
Williamsburg,  Virginia.  Martha  Hassell,  our  Registrar,  went  this  winter 
to  Washington,  D.  C.,  to  the  two-week  Woodlawn  Conference  on 
Historic  Preservation,  and  I  went  in  the  spring  of  1970  on  the  three- 
week  tour  of  early  English  architecture,  with  emphasis  on  England’s 
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Essex  County,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of 
New  England  Antiquities. 

Miss  Ellen  Shrigley  was  our  house  guide  last  summer,  and  Kevin 
Antos,  a  high-school  student,  comes  afternoons  after  school  to  help 
with  cleaning  our  storage  areas  and  our  collections  of  metalwork.  Mrs. 
J.  David  Mills  resigned  for  motherhood.  Otherwise  our  staff  remains 
the  same,  just  a  year  more  experienced.  We  all  thank  our  President,  Al¬ 
bert  Goodhue,  for  his  years  of  interest  and  help;  our  Director  and  the 
members  of  the  Museum  Committee  for  their  support;  and  the  library, 
office,  and  maintenance  staffs  for  their  constant  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 


For  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  March  31,  1971,  operating  in¬ 
come  was  $1 1 1 ,340.  Operating  expenses  were  $148,680,  leaving  a  deficit 
of  $37,340.  During  the  year  we  received  $61,498  in  gifts  solicited  for 
current  operations,  more  than  offsetting  the  deficit.  We  also  received 
gifts  for  restricted  purposes  totaling  $59,278. 

The  market  value  of  endowment  funds  on  March  31,  1971,  was 
$2,413,000  compared  with  $2,100,000  a  year  ago.  Financial  statements 
prepared  by  our  auditors  accompany  this  report,  and  the  books  of  the 
Institute  are  available  in  the  treasurer’s  office  to  any  members  who  wish 
to  see  them. 

Edwin  W.  Dennis  was  elected  Assistant  Treasurer  during  the  year 
and,  to  him  and  Miss  Kathryn  Burke,  the  Treasurer  extends  his  warm 
thanks  for  their  labors  on  behalf  of  the  Institute.
